13 diceaded through the rest of the soak on press assembly 1. Ptefbrably, cleaning fehric siqjply 
roll 10 is dipped in solvent 20 and strip of cleaning febric 13 is soalced and sanirated with solvent 
prior to any portion of strip of cleaning febric 13 being threaded through ilxt rest of soak on press 
assembly 1. Alternatively, a portion of strip of cleaning fabric 13 may be unwound fiom 
oleano&g fabric suj^ly roll 10 prior to cleaning febric supply roll 10 being brou^ in contact 
with ihe solvent 20. After the strip of cleaning fabric 13 of cleaning febric supply roll 10 has 
been soaked and saturated, all of cleaning fabric supply roll 10 may remain in solvent 20, a 
portion of cleaning febric siqjply roll 10 may be removed fiom solvent 20, or all of cleaning 
febiic supply roll 10 may be removed fiom solvent 20.

After being used to clean cylinder 100, the used portion of the strip of cleaning 
cloth 13 is taken up by a take-up means 70.

In this embodiment, the 
solvent plication system 180 includes a container ISZ a dipping roller 184 and a s^pieezing 
roll«186. Solvent or cleaning agent 20 is stored in container 182. The dipping roller 184 is 
used ao dip the strip of cleaning fabric 13 into flie solvent or cleaning agent 20. Hie strip of 
deanmg&bric 13 is soaked and saturated in the solvrat or cleaning agent 20^ Thestripof 
cleaning fW dc 13 is then removed ftom the solvent and the excess solvit is removed [[form]] 
&Sm strip of cleaning fihric 13 so that it is saturated to functional equilibrium with the 
solvent 20. This removal may be acconaplished by squeezing die strip of cleaning fibric 13 
between dipping roller 184 and squeezing roller [[184]] 186 at a point above solvent 20. An 
advantage of such a system is that the removed excess solvent will drop into container 182 and 
thus 8 separate container for the removed excess solvent will not be lequixcd.

Claims 35-43, 51-54. and 56-57 remain pending after the amendment hereia 

Claims 1-35 and 44-50 were previously cancelled. 

Claim 35-43, 52-54 and 57 woe wididrawn from consideration. 

Claims 51, 55, 56, and 58 were rejected. 

Claim 55 and 5t are cancelled borein. 

ClaimsSl and 56 are amended herein. 

Claims 51 and 56 are independent claims. 

The specification is amended to correct minor editorial problons. Specifically 
typogr^hical errors in a couple of words and numerical references are addressed.

(5,50!),353) In view of Gaspaitini (5,368,157). Applicants traverse the rejection and submit a 
prima facie case of obviousness has not been made. 

Aold describes a system in which a cleaning sheet (59) is impregnated with cleaning fluid 
befortJ it makes contact with a drum (11). After the drum (11) is cleaned, the flow of cleaning 
fluid 10 the cleaning sheet is stopped i^liile the wiiuUng shaft (61) continues to move the cleaning 
sheet (59), As dry portions of the cleaning sheet (59) come into contact with the drum (1 1), any 
cleaning fluid remaining on the drum (1 1) is absorbed and removed (See Col. 5, lines 33-39). 
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Aoki is sileot as to removing excess solvent from the sheet in a controlled and regulated 
manlier before use or cleaning fhe cylinder. In fact, Aoki teaches away fiom such a structure by 
allowing the sheet to dry during cleaning. 

Ihe Gaspairini reference deacribes a pre-packed, pte-soaked cleaning system in which 
exceis solvent is aimply pennitted to drain ofL (See Col. 6» lines 58-^2; Col, 6, line 67 - CoL 7, 
line 2). 

Hie Gaspairini reference is also sQent as to removing excess solvent from the sheet in a 
contoUed and regulated manner before use. The Gasparrini reference also teaches away from 
whal is claimed by having excess solvent drain off in an unconboiled manner* 

The Applicants, on the other hand, claim a mediod of presoaldng a cleaning frbrxo supp\y 
roU lor cleaning a cjdindcr in a printing press that lequires remov^ 
cleardng fibric supply xoU prior to the cleaning of the cylinder. A distinct advantage of &e 
clearing system of the Applicants^ claimed inv^on is that mftytmiim cleaning efEoienoy is 
achictved by removing excess solvent from the cleaning fsibnc supply roil in a controlled and 
regulated manner before the cleaning fabric siqrply roll is used to clean the cylinder of the 
printing press. None ofthe cited references teach or suggest such a method. 

Applicants re^ectfiilly submit that the cited references teach away from the Applicants' 
claimed invention by requiring that excess solvent is either rmoved after the cylinder of fte 
printing press is cleaned or in an uncontrolled and unregulated manner. 

It is well settled that in an obviousness detemiination considerBtion must be given to 
\aiiere the references diverge and teach away from the claimed invention. To establish a prima 
fecic case of obviousness all claim limitations must be taught or suggested by the prior ait Since 
the luferencra dted do not teach or suggest what the Applicants have claimed, a prima facie case 
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ofobviousness has not been m^. Aocoidingly, witbdiawaloftheitjectionsisf^^
